EDUCATION AS A WHOLE 


THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL STUDENT 


by S. SIEBEN, Principal Mission Park School 


In societies of Western civilization the junior high school age span (12 - 16) is viewed as the beginning of the trans- 
ition period between childhood and adulthood. ‘This transition involves physiological changes, emotional changes, social 
changes, educational and intellectual changes. 

The junior high school pupil is no longer a child yet he is not an adult. ‘This transition period is a time when it is 
difficult to consider him either as a child or as an adult. At this time the individual cannot be treated as a child, 
in fact such treatment is resented. Yet this same individual is by no means fully mature and therefore cannot be treat- 
ed as an adult. 

‘The individual during the transition stage is referred to as an adolescent and it is a common observation that the adol~ 
escent is a source of perplexity and anxiety to adults, especially to parents and teachers. There is perhaps no period 
in a person's life which is more difficult than are the junior high school years. This pupil is not only misunderstood 
by adults but very often is also a real problem to himself because of the earlier mentioned changes involved. 

In order that those who work with junior high school students may do the most effective job it is essential that nature 
of adolescence with all its problems of growing up be known and appreciated. The following observations which have been 
gleaned from the writings of such authorities on adolescent psychology as Laycock, Wattenberg and Garrison, should be of 
value to all those associated with this age group. 

‘The biggest job adolescents have on hand is that of becoming adults. If boys and girls are to become real adults they 
must grow up emotionally, socially, physically, intellectually and morally. A brief consideration of what it means to 
be mature or grown up in these respects will bear out the fact that becoming an adult is not an easy task. 

In order to become enotiorially mature the junior high school student must develop the ability to carry a reasonable load 
of tension without blowing up. Every human being runs into irritations, annoyances, disappointments, frustrations and 
difficulties. When a child meets any of these situations he may react by crying, becoming angry, by sulking or pouting 
or even with temper-tantrums. The adolescent must learn to meet such situations calmly, without temper outbursts, tears 
pouting, sulking or self-pity. 

while growing up socially the adolescent must achieve the following tasks: (1) He must achieve emotional independence 
from the home. (2) He must be able to have good friendships with those of his own age. (3) He must make a reasonable 
adjustment to accepted social customs and conventions. (4) He must find a vocation that interests and suits him. 

‘The first of these - to become free from childish dependence on parents and other adults is the most difficult - both 
for parents and children. Boys and girls vant to grow independent yet the adult world is strange and complicated. Par- 
ents, on the other hand, are afraid what the world may do to innocent and inexperienced youth. In the confused situation 
adolescent boys and girls often rebel when parents assert their authority. 

‘The other characteristics of growing up socially are also important. The most powerful single influence during the adol- 
escent years is the power of group approval. Most junior high school boys and girls are pre-occupied with social activ- 
ities. Getting along with people of their own age group is their most important business. Socially accepted customs 
and conventions are conveyed by the parents and school and in order to gain future economic independence the adolescent 
must at least begin thinking of selecting and preparing for an occupation. 

In the process of becoming intellectually mature the adolescent must learn to (1) make his own decisions (2) take res- 
ponsibility for himself and others (3) maintain an open mind until all facts are known. (4) bear the indifference of the 
society to his own misfortunes. During the adolescent stage the brain reaches its full power and although the junior 
high school student lacks the wisdom that comes with years of experience he is now capable of thinking in terms of ab- 
straction and generalities. He can learn new things with speed equal to that of his parents and teachers. He is ready 
and often willing to challenge them in their reasoning and traditional viewpoints. 

Becoming physically mature is a process taken care of by nature. This however, does not mean that no problems arise in 
this respect. During adolescence the endocrine system speeds up the growth of the body, body proportions change, the 
facial features become those of the adult, skin changes appear and other bodily changes occur which make the individual 
realize that he is growing up physically and acquiring, the body and face that will be his throughout life. The individ- 
ual at this time, must learn to accept his physical self, to protect it along with his health and use it effectively. 
Adolescent boys compare their height, weight, strength and motor skills with their age mates. An unfavorable comparison 
may be a source of frustration and anxiety. Girls become concerned over their physical development, expecially when 
their development does not give them the feminine appearance of their age mates. Many problems arise because certain 
masculine and feminine qualities have become a part of our social culture. The adolescent boy longs for a physique 
which will identify him with men, while the girl makes every effort to attain the physique of the adult women, Sexual 
maturity, which accompanies physical maturity, is also a source of anxiety and concern for the individual. 

In order to become morally mature, the adolescent mst learn to act towards each other human being as if he were of in- 
finite worth. This means tolerance of and fuir dealing with all others. Moral maturity depends on the set of values 
and philosophy of life the individual acquires. These are tied up with many things over which he has no control, (ie
